EDWARDSVILLE —_A_ suit 
against the City of Madison_was 
filed last month at thé Madison 
County Courthouse.

Suit filed against Granite City Steel 


EDWARDSVILLE — A suit 
seeking .at least $15,000 in dam- 
ages against Granite City Steel 
was filed last month at the Mad- 
ison County Courthouse. 

The plaintiff, Clifford L. Mas- 
sey, was working as a construc- 
tion laborer at the plant on or 
ahout Jan. -29, assisting in the 
removal of large steel beams 
from a bunker structure prior to 
their replacement with new 
beams 

Massey said he was required 
to remove gunnite concrete from 
the beams by using a jackham- 
mer. While using the jackham- 
mer, Massey used the steel 
beams as a scaffold from which 
to operate it. 

Massey claims that prior to 
his use of the beams vas a‘scaf- 
fold, Granite City Steél removed 
handrails from the beams and 
that he stumbled over a bolt 


which ‘had been previously used 
to support the handrails. The 
incident caused Massey to be 
seriously and permanently 
injured, he says. 

Massey claims that while he 
was performing the work, the 
Structural Work Act of the Iili- 
nois Revised Statutes was in 
effect. He says Granite City 
Steel violated the act by remov- 
ing the handrails without remov- 
ing the protruding bolts, by fail- 
ing to require the use of a 
suitable scaffold from which 
Massey could operate the jack- 
hammer, and by failing to 
require removal of bolts from 
the beam. 

Besides the $15,000, Massey-is 
seeking ‘‘a further sum of mon- 
ey which will reasonably and 
fairly compensate the plaintiff 
for his damages and injures and 
cost:of the suit.

EDWARDSYILLE — The 
awarding of $909,889 for 85 facul- 
ty-proposed projects to upgrade 
undergraduate education in 
1987-88 at Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity at Edwardsville has been 
announced by President Earl E. 
Lazerson. - zs 

it is the second-year in which 
Lazerson has made approximate- 
ly $1 million_available for the 
Excellence. in| Undergraduate 
Education program. 

The purpose of the annual 
fuinding plan, the president said, 
is “‘to support excellence and 
innovation in undergraduate edu- 
cation.” 

The 1987-88 project funding 
ranges from $11 for 30 
microcomputérunits and related 
equipment and training for the 
Foreign Language Training Cen- 
ter, to $50 for a suggested for- 
mat for informing faculty of 
projects proposed and funded 
each year in the Excellence in 
Undergraduate Education pro- 
gram. 

A total of 145 proposals for 
1987-88 was submitted by faculty 
members in various disciplines. 
Individual, group, department, 
multi-department and school 
projects were among the submis- 
sions 

The cost of the proposals sub 
mitted would have been $2.5 mil- 
lion. The Planning Council of the 
Faculty Senate reviewed the pro- 
posals and made recommenda- 
tions on the funding allocations, 
at Lazerson’s request 

Dean of Humanities David L. 
Butler said the funding means 
immediate modernization of the 
foreign language lab 

“It was badly needed. The 
equipment we had basically was 
what was put in when the build- 
ing went up, more than 20 years 
ago. It was outdated, and 


replacement parts were almost 
impossible to “find. would hope 
that with the enhancement we 
can attract more students,”” he

USEPA in July announced it’s 
proposing a ban on the construc- 
tion of ‘major stationary sources 
of volatile organic compounds 
(VOCs) in Cook, Lake, DuPage, 
Kane, Madison, St. Clair, and 
Monroe counties. 

The Clean Air Act also allows 
the USEPA to impose other 
sanctions including the withhold- 
ing of federal highway funds, 
withholding of air pollution con- 
trol grants, and/or the withhold- 
ing of grants for sewage treat- 
ment plants. 


Major stationary sources 


} affected by this ban are facilities 


which emit more than 100 tons of 
VOCs per year. Oil refineries, 
auto assembly plants, and large 
plants, such as Mon- 





Sources which would probably be 
categorized as ‘‘major stationary 
sources. 

Although the. USEPA 
announced a ban on construction 
in July, the state has been under 
a similar ban since May 1982, 
When a federal court ruled that 
a moratorium on construction of 
major sources must be in place 
for all non-attainment areas in_ 
the state. 

That decision was based on 
jis’ lack of approved regula- 
covering permits for new 
a in non-attainment areas. 





Such regulations are currently 
being considered by the Illinois 
Pollution Control Board. 

The recent sanctions were 
announced uhder — authority 


: granted to USEPA by the Clean 


Air Act amendments of 1977, 
which permit the,federal agency 
to penalize states that have not 
yet reduced ozone pollution to 
acceptable levels as established 
by the Act 

The 1977. amendments required - 
states to meet the national 
health standard or “‘reach attain- 
ment”? of the ozone standard by 
the end of 1982. Most major met- 
ropolitan areas in the country 
could not meet the deadline; in 
Ulinois the failure resulted chief- 
ly from poor air quality due to 
ozone in metropolitan Chicago 
and in Metro East. 

Since many areas throughout 
the U.S. failed to meet the 1982 
deadline, the USEPA permitted 
statés to file for extensions 
which pushed back the deadline 
to. the end of 1987. To qualify for 
the extension, each state had to 

rovide USEPA with a plan for - 

ringing non-attainment areas 
into compliance. 

States requéSting extensions~ 
also had to implement, vehicle , 
emissions testing programs to 
reduce. the amount of hydrocar- 
bons in the air. 

Illinois applied for an exten- 
sion, but delayed implementing 
a vehicle emissions testing pro- 
gram because, in 1982, it 





“appeared the air quality would 


improve to an. acceptable level 
without the program. 


In 1983, however, air quality 
took a turn for the worse due te 
excessive ozone levels, and it 
became clear that a vehicle 
emissions-testing program would 
be necessary. 

Legislation requiring vehicle 
emissions: testing was introduced 
in the General Assembly but met 
with strong opposition. After sev- 
eral revisions by the General 
Assembly and threats from the 
USEPA to. withhold federal high- 
way money, the bill cleared the 
General Assembly during .the: 
final. days of the 1984 session 
Gov. James R. Thompson signed 
the bill in September ef that 
year, and 20 months later the 
first vehicle was tested 

Sirlice May 1, 1986, more than 
1.5 million vehicles have been 
tested; approximately —180,000 
vehicles are tested each month 
at centers located within the 
non-attainment areas, in the 
nation’s -largest centralized pro- 
gram 

Other efforts to meet air quali- 
ty: standards include strict con- 
trols on many industrial. sources 
such as factories. and oil refiner- 
ies which contribute to the ozone 
problem,-and regulations whigh 
require existing industrial 
sources emitting volatile organic 
compounds to use reasonably 
available control techniques to 
reduce the amount of pollution 
coming from their operations. 

Even with stringent controls 
on motor vehicles and industry, 
Ulinois continues to have diffi- 
culty controlling ozone in metro- 
politan Chicago and Metro East.

WASHINGTON — The Senate 
on Oct. 8 approved legislation 
that would-increase penalties for 
international child abduction and 
create a special office at the 
State Department ‘to help par- 
ents recover their children. 

The measures, sponsored by 
Illinois Democratic Sens. Alan 
Dixon and Paul Simon, were 
amendments to the State Depart- 
ment authorization bill that the 
Senate passed 85-8 that evening 

Included" in—the ~measure~ are 
three provisions to help the par- 
ents of children who have been 
abducted and taken abroad by 
their other parent. 

The State. Department says it 
hears of 350 to 400 cases yearly

When children are 
abroad, it is often difficult for 
their American-based parents to 
bring them back to this country, 
even if they have legal custody. 
Parents usually face long court 
battles to regain custody of their 
children. 

“At the present time a parent 
whose child has been taken out 
to, or.retained in, a foreign 
country in violation of a valid 
custody decree, must attempt to 
have that decree recognized by a 
foreign court,’’ Dixon said on the 
Senate floor.

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Books explaining death aid 
young in understanding loss

Handling the death of a loved 
one is difficult for anyone, but 
how do you explain death to a 
young child? Most people feel 
inadequate trying to help their 
child through a period of loss: 

Janice Cohn, author of *‘I Had 
a Friend Named Peter: Talking 
to Children about the Death of a 
Friend," -has some suggestions 
for teaching children about 
death 

Cohn points out that children 
under the age of 10 do not really 
understand what death means. 
Young children believe in magic 
and frequently entertain wrong 
ideas about death and its causes. 

She suggests that you find out 
the cause of your child’s distress 
when someone close to him dies. 
Your child may think he was in 
some way responsible for the 
death or he may be worried that 
his own death is imminent 

Cohn feels the best way to 
explain death is as a biological 
process. She cautions parents 
not to compare death to sleep. 
Young children could easily con- 
fuse the two and develop sleep- 
ing probtems as a result. 

Honesty is the policy Cohn 
advocates when telling children 
about a death. She says, *‘An 
important message to give chil- 
dren is that nothing is too sad or 
terrible to talk about with a par- 
ent or other caring adult.” 

Don’t press your child to talk 
if he isn’t ready, j let ,him 
know you are ble if he 
needs you. Do not try to cheer 
your child up or minimize his 
sad feelings. He needs these feel- 
ings to be acknowledged and 
supported. 

Going to the funeral may be a 
good way for your child to say 
goodbye to a ‘loved one, Cohn 
says. However, don’t pressure 
an unwilling child into attending. 

Encourage your child to think 
of ways to remember the one 
who has died. Drawing a picture 
or planting a flower are ways 
Cohn. suggests’ of commemorat- 
ing the loss of a loved one.

Perkins Plaza honors zoo director =

When Marlin Perkins died in 
June 1986, he left a legacy that 
lives_on in tireless efforts to pre- 


serve the world’s endangered ~- 


animals. 

The former director of the St. 
Louis Zoo “tried~to educate the 
public in the need’ to preserve 
wildlife and protect endangered 
species. 

On Friday, his efforts will be 
posthumously honored by the 
dedication of the Marlin Perkins 
Plaza at the Zoo. The plaza is 
just west of Big Cat Country, 
adjacent to the Big Cat Country 
railroad station. 

The dedication—will be high- 
lighted by the unveiling of a 
bronze bust of Perkins, and five 
bronze reliefs depicting various 
stages of his life.

the death of his mother. 

Perkins enrolled in zoology at 
the University of Missouri, but 
quit school at age 21 in 1926 to

* weeks lafer was put in charge of 


reptiles, by then Zoo Director 
George Vierheller. 

The collection at that time 
consisted’ of six reptiles. Two 
years later he was named_cura- 
tor of reptiles, and in a™tittle 
more than a decade had brought 
the collection to a total of 500 
animals. 

From 1938 to_ 1944, Perkins 
was director of the New York 
Zoological Gardens in Buffalo. In 


Perkins. initiat-, 


1944 he. was hired by-Chicago’s 
Lincoln Park Zoo as director; 
and there became active in telé-. 
vision, creating a live show 
called ‘‘Zoo Parade.’’ In 1962 
Perkins returned to the St. Louis 
Zoo as its second full-time direc- 
tor, and began working on “‘ 
Kingdom.” This -program which 
won four Emmys,

Big Swamp. holds its reputa 
tion as.a mysterious place 

The swamp had always been 
something of an enigma, as all 
such dark-and foreboding places 
usually are, seemingly devoid of 
wildlife one day and literally 
alive with it the next.
